ning- to their full capacity. If the tar- 
lit were to be entirely removed, they 
could not supply any steel to the mark- 
ets of the United States for at least 
10 months. 


"I heard It stated tho other day that 


purchasers of wire fence in the west 
were disposed to bo conservative bo~ 
cause they believe that the tariff -will 
be taken oft wire fence and that tho 
price will therefore 
drop 510 a ton. 


Such nn expectation, however foolish 
It may be, serves to reduce demand 
and halt business. 


"The people should realize to what an 


extent the United States leads the 
world in steel production. 
The Car- 


nefl-le Stool Company alone makes near- 
ly a thlvtl moie steel than ihc whole 
of Great Britain. Tho latest steel sta- 
tistics for the -whole world available, 
those of 1910,, make the production of 
the world for that year, 60,000,000 tons. 
Our part thn,t year was 20,000,000 tons. 
This year wo .shall produce 30,000,000 
tons, and It will probably be found 
that the rest of the world has not 
Kept pace. 


"The only European countries which 


can be considered at all likely to be- 
come competitors Cor our home mark- 
ets arc Great Britain, Germany and 
Frn nee, nnd we produce more steel 
than all three of thorn. 
They have 


tholr own markets and are busy filling 
them. Their productive capacity could 
not be increased rapidly enough to 
enable thorn to become serious com- 
petitors in tho American marketii in 
the neat- future. Great Britain, in par- 
UcuUtr, is near its limit, its production 
having increased but little In recent 
years. 


"The expectation of cheap steel based 


upon a reduction of the tariff, la thus 
seen to bo not well founded. Tho dan- 
jrer which we really have to fear is 
business stagnation, due to attitude ol! 
uncertainty on the part ot1 purchasers. 
Much may be done to avoid this H*

Turkey Still Intriguing, 


There is another factor making for 


trouble, ami that is Turkey. The Ot- 
toman empire Is beaten to n framilo 
und will have to give up practically all 
of Turkey In Europe unlesi) she can 
itet th» Chrtntliin powers lato a fight 
In that dire event she might »llp out 
»f her entanglement during the confu- 


•lon. Thla in her last hope, and through 
hor dovioua diplomacy aim Is playing 
for It. This In about such an Infit- 
mon» and heartless course aa might tw> 
expected of th« unspeakable Turk His 
atrocities havo been the cause of the 
war In tho Balkans, and now If he can 
plungo the whole world Into carnage 
bin hatred of Christendom will be In 
some measure untisned. 
If he must 


fall he would pull down with him tb« 
temple of civilization. 


Before thli mighty drama wltb all 


Europe us a stnge Americana are and 
can be llttlo more than spectators 
Up 


to Oils point-we have taken all these 
war alarms with not only nlnchea, but 
whole handfula of aalt. There have 
been so many near warn in Europe 
that wo havo grown nkeptical 
The 


correspondents had us Mil worked up 
over the Moroccan Imbroglio. That 
•wnt practically certain to precipitate a 
conflict. 
A year or two earlier Bnjr- 


land and Germany were baring their 
teeth and glaring at each other. A few 
years farther back England and Ku»- 
i In were on tho edge of an unplo**- 
antnciw, This resulted In nothing mom 
blood curdling than Kipling's poem of 
"The Bear That Walka IJke a Man." 
So It bun gone. 


Wh»l, War Would Mean to Amerio«. 


In view of all these false alarm* 


skepticism Is Justified, but this time 
the situation la more fierloui. 
There 


Is actual war In aouthonstern Europe, 
aud flames seem on the point of get- 
ting away. If they should .sprend over 
the continent America could no longer 
remain the mere spectator—not that we 
would by any possibility become In- 
TolTod In the lighting, but the dire ef- 
fects of such a conflict wo could not 
escape. For one thing, prices would 
go far higher than at present. For an- 
othtr, thousands of immigrant!! that 
bare come from the various countries 
Involved would rush back to help tho 
fatherland, Juit as the Greekn, Sorbs 
and Hutgars have rushed back to en- 
list agalnit the Turk. 
For a third 


thing, commcri'o would be crippled. 


While we might feel a boom in cer- 


tain linos of trade, tho general effect 
would 
be 
demoralizing. 
Business 


would be disturbed. The trade rela- 
tion* between all nations are so cloNtj 
that the great states of Europe could 
not engage In a life and death atrug- 
gle without profoundly affecting us. 


All these speculations remind one of 


the motto placed over a certain gentle- 
man's mantel, "I am an old man *ud 
have seen many troubles, but nioit of 
them never happened " So it Is with 
European wara—moat of them never 
happen 
They are fought out on pa- 


per by the suave diplomat* and the 
diligent correspondents 
The shedding 


of Ink and the slaughter of language 
are something fearful, butltemlH there 
Nobody Is killed and only a few timid 
aouls uro frightened 
The war clouds i 


pans off harmlessly in scare heads. ] 
The only rumble Is that oC the presses 
running off extra editions 


Austria a Rope of Sand. 


The chief point of dlatuibauce in iho 


European 
situation 
i.s Austria-Hun- 


gary 
Her government bas been al- 


most in bad an that of Turkey. She 
Is at least fifty years behind tills new 
ago of freedom and democracy and Is 
depending on the old methods of re- 
pression and force. 
She is made up 


of dlscoulant races and is n rope of 
hand 
If sbe ever got into a war with 


I he allies the prediction is freely made 
by those who havo studied the situa- 
tion that she would be beaten as was 
the Moslems; tbnt thousands of her 
own subjects would turn against her, 
that whole provinces would revolt and 
that the allies could recruit their ar- 
nilps In tho territories of the enemy 
Just us they have done in Turkey. 


The bono of contention between AOB- 


trlii and Servln Is a port on tho Adriat- 
ic. 
Rather a small tiro to kindle so 


greut H matter as u geneial JSuropcan 
war' 
Servia has long dretimed of a 


seaport, and now that she has won her 
tight In Albania, believes she has fairly 
earned It. Austria will'not permit her 
to Like tho fruits of her victory. Buck 
of this Is tho jealousy of the dual mon- 
archy against tho new power that ban 
risen in the Balkans. 


Austria hud regarded this territory 


as ultimately her own 
Though forbid- 


den by the Berlin agreement, she had 
already taken Bosnia and EIer7egovin». 
In nil this affair Austria's attitude hm 
been almost as contemptible a« that of 
Turkey. 


If a general war must come It could 


jcatcely be on a more clear cut Issue 
between the forces of light and dark- 
ness 
Thus righteousness would be ou 


the side of the triple entente and the 
nllles. 
Stiangely enough, the war es- 


tablishments of the two sides are near- 
ly equal, ".tiOO.OOO men for the al- 
liance, with Turkey added and 7,060,- 
000 for thp entente throwing in the 
Hulkan allies. 
In nuva] power the 


entente with England and France at 
the head. Is far and nwny In the lead. 


Kussla must not be overlooked in 


this combination, for sho Is vitally 
Interested. Most of tho allies are Slavs 
und belong lo the Greek chinch, which 
tuakes them Russia's especial charge. 
Not only so, but the bear wants n 
port in the Adriatic also, and, morn- 
over, would like a paw in the pie when 
Turkey in Europe Is carved.
